Pope’s special church 


S.D. Mission now basilica

If the Pope visits the diocese, his 
special church here will be ready for 
him with his insignia, the papal tiara 
and the crossed keys of Peter, 
marking the door to the Basilica of 
Mission San Diego de Alcala. 


As he enters the basilica under 
the papal umbrella, brightly colored 
in red and gold, the procession will 
be led with the ringing of the special 
bell, in a golden standard, used to 
announce his arrival. 


THE UMBRELLA and bell were 
blessed by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
July 18, at Mass where the papal 
documents were read officially 
declaring the mission a minor 
basilica. 


Concelebrating the Mass with 
Bishop Maher were Bishop Merlin 
Guilfoyle of Stockton, who served 
another California basilica, Mission 
‘Dolores in San Francisco, as pastor 
for 20 years, and Bishop James 
Collins, CSSR, of Miracema do 
Norte, Brazil, who represented the 
missionary lands which today have a 
character similar to that of mission- 
ary California under Padre J unipero 
Serra. 


Other concelebrants included 
Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, pastor of the 
mission. and chancellor of the 


diocese; Msgrs. Daniel O’Dono- 
ghue, Donald Doxie and William 
., Spain; and Fathers Robert Gavotto, 
~ OSA, Lawrence Dolan, Laurence 
McLaughlin and Joseph Halter. 


JUST AS the sanctuary of the 


mission was filled with conceleb- 
rants, the church was packed with 
worshipers filling every available 
pew and jamming the aisles as the 
standing room only crowd spilled 
into the courtyard. 


Father Gavotto, a native of San 


- Diego who serves as an Augustinian 
assistant general in Rome, was the’ 


homilist. He said that as a basilica, 
Mission San Diego stands as a focal 
point of unity in the diocese just as 
St. Peter’s Basilica in Rome is the 
focal point of unity for the universal 
Church. 


In bestowing the title of minor 
basilica on Mission San Diego, he 
said, ‘‘the Pope wants to unite it 
more closely with himself and the 
Chair of Peter. And he expresses the 
hope that the mission will become an 
important center of spiritual and 
catechetical teaching in the dio- 
cese.”’ 


WITH THE reading of the 
documents, the mission became the 
23rd basilica in the United States, 
and the fourth in California after 
Mission Dolores, Mission San Carlos 
in Carmel where Padre Serra is 
buried and St. Joseph’s in Alameda. 


Basilicas are churches with spec- 
ial importance or antiquity and they 
are considered  ‘‘patriarchal’’ be- 
cause they pertain especially to the 
Pope. 


Therefore they dre required to 


have the papal umbrella and bell, 


which now will be permanently 
displayed in the sanctuary of the 
mission, on hand and ready for a 
papal visit. -

Abortion was the issue that 
threatened Democrats’ unity 


NEW YORK (NC)—Abortion al- 
most—but not quite—became the 
issue that broke up the spirit of party 
unity at the Democratic National 
Convention. i 


But within the context of the 
convention itself, abortion was one 
of several controversial issues which 
most delegates temporarily put 


_ behind them to protect the Novem- 
ber victory they believe is all but 


certain. 


ABORTION became a major issue 
at the convention when the Platform 
Committee approved a plank which 
said: 

“We fully recognize the religious 
and ethical nature of the concerns 
which many Americans have on the 
subject of abortion. We feel, 
however, that it is undesirable to 
attempt to amend the U.S. Constitu- 
tion to overturn the Supreme Court 
decision in this area.’’ 


A NUMBER of people at: the 
convention made their opposition to 
the abortion plank clear. The 


Los Caballeros [the horsemen] 
adre [Antonio Castro], arrive at 


ARRIVING AT THE MISSION— 
accompanied by the Franciscan P 


Missouri delegation—which gave 
seven of its 71 delegate votes to 
anti-abortion candidate Ellen 
McCormack—voted to withhold sup- 
port from the plank. 


The Minnesota delegation—which 
gave Mrs. McCormack 11 of its 65 
votes—and the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation were also circulating petitions 
expressing dissent from the plank. 


The Democratic nominee, Jimmy 
Carter, also expressed displeasure 
with the plank, although Platform 
Committee sources and observers 
believe Carter’s aides pushed the 
wording of the plank. : 


Carter’s issues coordinator Stuart: 
Eizenstat told NC News just before 
the convention that he believed 
during the Platform Committee 
meetings that the language was an. 
acceptable compromise between 
those who backed an amendment or 
wanted the platform to remain silent 
on the issue and those who wanted a 
stronger pro-abortion position.

Engaged Encounter offers new 
concept in marriage preparation

A whole new experience in Christian 
matriage preparation awaits engaged 


couples in the diocese who encounter each 
other before beginning their lives together. 


Engaged Encounter (EE), an outgrowth of 
Marriage Encounter, enables couples plan- 
ning marriage to get together for a weekend 
with other couples in an atmosphere 
designed to foster honest and intensive 
communication between the prospective 
husband and wife. 


A TEAM of junior and a senior Catholic 
married couple and a priest present a series 
of ideas on many aspects of married life. 
Couples are stimulated to examine privately 
with each other the ideas presented from the 
viewpoint of their own relationship. 


EE can help couples develop a stronger, 
deeper relationship with each other and 
God. It can also help couples catch problems 
early. A few couples have postponed their 
wedding or have broken their engagement, 
according to an EE official. 


The weekend is designed for couples 
planning Catholic marriages, and all talks 
are in keeping with Catholic teaching. 


_ However, individuals and couples do not 


have to be Catholic to attend. 


THE ENCOUNTER begins Friday evening — 


and concludes Sunday afternoon. Masses 
and communal meals provide group 
participation. It costs $55 per couple 
including room and board. 


Three encounters have been held in the 
diocese. Since the first one last February, 36 
couples have participated. An Engaged 
Encounter is planned for this weekend, July 


23-25, and another for-Aug. 27, at UCSD, La 


Jolla. i 
Gerald and Sherrell Brewer of St. 


Catherine Laboure parish, San Diego, got 
the EE program started in the diocese. They, 
along with a Los Angeles couple who trained 
them for EE, gave the initial February 
encounter for 11 couples at Mission San Luis 
Rey. 

BREWER SAID EE attempts to teach 
young engaged couples and show them ‘‘a 
way to love each other completely; to grow in 
a deep love of God and to see the Sacrament 
of Matrimony as a joyful and fulfilling gift 


- from God.”’ 


Mrs. Brewer said EE is not a sensitivity 
course—there are no group dynamics—and 
it is not a retreat. 


“We try to show: how important it is for a 
couple to be open, honest and trusting in 
communication,”’ she added, because ‘‘only 
in that way are they going to solve or avoid 
problems.”’ 


THE DIOCESAN Pre-Cana Office, under 
the direction of Father James Ferrigan, 
‘strongly recommends EE for engaged 
couples. : 


“It is the policy of the Pre-Cana Office 
that couples who make an Engaged 
Encounter fulfill the Pre-Cana requirement 
as far as this office is concerned,’’ Father 


_ Ferrigan said. > . 


Father Ferrigan not only conducts the 
Pre-Cana sessions for marriage preparation 
but also is a team priest for EE. 


“ENGAGED ENCOUNTER helps couples 


get more deeply in touch with God, 
themselves and each other’’, the priest said. 
“The-EE weekend could spark a period of 
significant spiritual growth.’

say that the ideals of 
democracy have been 
achieved with perfection in 
our nation. 


“In the last analysis, 
democracy is a venture of 
faith in the moral 
spiritual possibilities of men 
when entrusted with free- 
dom. We have been made to 
know in recent years all too 
keenly the depths to which 
man may sink. May the next 
200 years, please God, 
witness the heights to which 
man may climb.’’

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Staff expanded 
Tribunal acquires 
new, younger look

The Diocesan Tribunal, an institution nearly as old as the 
diocese itself, has acquired a new, younger look. 


~ Earlier this month Bishop Leo T. Maher expanded the 
tribunal staff with the appointment of several priests, many of 
whom were ordained after 1970 and most of whom were 
ordained after 1960. 


HEAD, OR OFFICIALIS, of the tribunal, or Church court, 
is Father Michael Higgins. He was ordained in 1964. The new 
vice officialis is Father Alphonsus Moloney, ordained in 1963. 
They are the only priests serving full time in the tribunal. 


Others, who are not full-time staff members, includé 
Father Richard Duncanson, the bishop’s secretary, ordained 
in 1971. He replaces Msgr. Donald Doxie, St. Brigid’s, Pacific 
Beach, as defender of the bond who sees that the code of 
canon law and proper tribunal procedures are followed in 
each case. 


Msgr. William Bolger, ordained in 1953, remains promoter 
of justice, serving as a source of appeal for those unsatisfied 
with tribunal judgments. 


SYNODAL JUDGES, or the men who hand down the 
verdicts in tribunal cases include Father Moloney, Father 
James Rankin, associate pastor at Mary, Star of the Sea, La 
Jolla, ordained in 1965; and an older hand, Father Patrick Fox, 
St. Agnes, Point Loma, ordained in 1952. 


Among the 11 priests appointed as advocates, or lawyers 
who gather evidence and prepare the petitions for those 
seeking a judgment from the tribunal, are Fathers Gerard 
O’Donnell, Louis Copestake and John Proctor, all ordained in 
1972, and Father Patrick Mullarkey, ordained in 1964. 


THE TRIBUNAL IS designed to deal with a variety of 
matters that require judgments under the code of canon, or 
Church, law. But the bulk of the tribunal work is with 
marriage cases, déciding whether or not a marriage was ever 
valid in the eyes of the Church for people seeking to have 
their marriage annulled. 


Father Higgins agrees that the work of the tribunal has 
been primarily associated with older men in the past. He 
credits streamlined procedures, a more pastoral approach to 
marriage cases and changing attitudes among priests for the 
influx of younger men. 


“In the past,’’ he said, ‘‘the work was frustrating, and 
younger priests often had a difficult time dealing with the 
frustration caused by red tape and complicated procedures 
which resulted in many cases dragging on for years.” 


BUT IN RECENT years, he noted, the Vatican approved 
special tribunal norms for the U.S. which eliminated much of 
the red tape and provided for quicker. handling of most cases. 


“The streamlined procedures also gave rise to a more 
pastoral approach to marriage cases,’’ he said. ‘‘They make it 
much easier to see each case as involving real people, rather 
than just as so much paper work.”’ 


Finally, Father Higgins explained, the tribunal is closely 
linked with the traditional authority of the Church, and in the 
1960s that authority was the target for rebellion by many 
priests. ‘‘That attitude has changed, and more priests are 
interested in the tribunal today,” he said. 


EACH YEAR, according to Father Higgins, the tribunal 
handles nearly 1,000 cases. With the expanded staff he hopes 
the cases can be concluded much more quickly, noting that he 
expects 300 cases to be concluded between now and the end 
of the year. ; 


Father Higgins feels that the tribunal is still understaffed 
even with the new appointments. He hopes to recruit more 
priests to serve in the tribunal, and he has developed a new 
plan to train lay Catholic lawyers to serve as volunteer 
advocates in the tribunal. (See SC, July 8.)

- Evangelization formula 


‘Obedience to Church authorities, inner union 
with Christ and a lifestyle close to that of 
common people are requirements for successful 
evangelization. Evangelization requires a 
witness which presupposes a deep life 
experience of interior union with Christ, 
leading the disciple to gradually conform to his 
master. - 


A nearness to the people is also required. 
Evangelizers will be accepted and successful if 
they stay the way they have been known for 
centuries. This demands living with the poor, a 
lifestyle that isn’t separated from the poor, and 
a consistent rejection of compromises regard- 
ing traditional austerity and simplicity of life. 


Evangelization is never done in the name of 
the evangelizer, but in the name of the Church. 
Therefore, evangelizers must stay in commun- 
ion of mind, heart and action with the teachings 
and directives of Church authorities where they 
are working. Finally, the ministry of the 
confessional is a delicate and very important 
part of evangelization.

Govt. control in Catholic schools 


Does the government have the right to force 
dioceses to bargain with Catholic lay teacher 
unions? With the constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of religion, the Los Angeles archdiocese 
does not think so. In this the last of two articles on 
unionization in Catholic schools, Cliff Foster of NC 


’ News Service analyzes the issues involved. 


Dioceses across the country involved in litigation — 


before the National Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
over labor disputes i in Catholic schools have at least 
one thing in common—they lose. 


In Baltimore, Chicago and Los Angeles, as well 
as Fort Wayne and Gary, Indiana, the board has 
ordered union elections for lay teachers despite 
protests by Church officials that such. NLRB 
involvement is unconstitutional entanglement in 
religion and contradicts U.S. Supreme Court 
decisions denying aid to nonpublic schools. 


EXCEPT BALTIMORE, all those dioceses, and 
also Philadelphia are in one stage or another of 
litigation over possible Church-state entanglement 
resulting from the board's activity. 


Diocesan attorney James Serritella of -Chicago 
said: ‘‘On nuts and bolts labor questions, the courts 
rarely overturn the NLRB. But when it comes to a 
constitutional issue, you’re in a different ballgame. 


Courts 'do not have any reluctance to overturn 


government action when constitutional rights have 
been violated.’’ 


The teachers’ unions-petition the NLRB because 
Church officials meet their efforts’ with — stiff 


resistance and legal challenges. Unions cite a body . 


of Catholic social teaching affirming the right of 
workers to organize. 

Those opposing unions in Catholic schools 
answer that the union structure does not fit the 
schools; that the schools cannot afford to pay union 
scale, and that some unions seeking to represent 
lay teachers are pro-abortion and against federal 
aid to nonpublic education. 


TODAY THERE is some form. of collective 


bargaining in about 20 dioceses for more.than 8,000 


teachers, 4,800 of whom are union members. They 
belong to independent unions or the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT) or. National 
Education Association (NEA). F i 

Recently the NLRB certified AFT affiliates in 
Gary and in Los Angeles; an independent union in 
Fort Wayne; and an NEA affiliate in two high 
school-seminaries in Chicago. It is studying a 
request by an AFT local representing Catholic 
secondary. school teachers in the Philadelphia 
archdiocese to hold elections for their elementary 
school colleagues. 

The NLRB, a quasi-judicial body, administers the 
National Labor Relations Act (NLRB), which since 
1935 has defined the federal role in. regulating 
collective bargaining. The NLRB, also known as the 


Wagner Act, gives the board jurisdiction over any- 


business ‘‘affecting commerce.”’ 

THE CHICAGO archdiocese and the Fort Wayne 
diocese were ordered by the board in June to 
negotiate with unions chosen last year. Rather than 
comply with the order, the dioceses can appeal it to 


a civil court, thereby gaining a forum to argue the 
possible Church-state issue raised by NLRB 
intervention in parochial school labor disputes. The 
Chicago archdiocese filed an appeal in late June. 


Before 1970 NLRB declined jurisdiction over 
nonprofit religious and educational institutions. But 
it then changed its position in cases involving 
Cornell and Syracuse Universities, ruling that their 
activities had a substantial effect on commerce. It 
decided to exercise jurisdiction over universities 
with a gross annual income of more than $1 million 


_ and later extended this standard to secondary 


schools. In 1974. it proposed dropping its 
jurisdiction over schools below university level, but 
withdrew the proposal because of adverse 
comments on it. 


While the proposal was being consitiered: the 
board decided on an unfair labor practice charge 
lodged against the Brooklyn diocese by the lay 
teachers’ union there. But it did not get into the 
union election issue until 1975 when, in a landmark 
decision for Catholic schools, it ordered an election 
for lay faculty at five high schools in the Baltimore 
archdiocese. 


THIS WAS THE reasoning applied ’.in the 
Baltimore case: The board has authority over 
parochial schools which either individually or as a 
group revenue exceeds $1 million and when 
activities are ‘religiously associated, “” not ‘‘com- 
pletely religious.’ 


The first court test of the NLRB’s jurisdiction in 
parochial school labor disputes is expected to come 
in Philadelphia. ‘Five pastors there have complain- 
ed to a federal judge that NLRB intervention in a 
case involving a unionization effort by lay 
elementary school teachers violates the First 
Amendment prohibition against government en- 
tanglement in religion. 


On-the day the board ordered the Chicago 


- archdiocese to bargain with a union elected to 


represent the lay faculty at two high school 
seminaries, the Los Angeles archdiocese an- 
nounced that it would refuse to bargain with the 
newly elected AFT local, in order to challenge the 
board’s jurisdiction. 


IN ADDITION to the possible constitutional 
issue, Sharp Whitmore, Los Angeles archdiocesan 
attorney, advised the board to consult the Supreme 
Court «when it decides parochial school labor 
disputes. 

‘The National Labor Relations Board disraiecatt 
out-of-hand the First Amendment:= constitutional 
issue by stating that the schools are ‘not religious 
institutions intimately involved with the Catholic 
Church,’ “” he said. 

This, he added, ‘‘flies in the face of Supreme 
Court decisions which have deprived. Catholic 
school students of federal educational aid because 
of ‘excessive entanglement between state and 
church.” ’’

We were talking...about the drive 
for self-improvement, our restless 
urges to be engaged in ‘‘meaningful’’ 
activities and ‘’creative’’ projects and 


the dissatisfaction we feel when not - 


busily forging ahead to our goals. 

If we are Christian we are doubly 
motivated. Christians are perfection- 
ists. ‘‘Be perfect as your heavenly 
Father is perfect,’’ Jesus said, and 
most of the time we pursue perfection 
as though it depended on us! All too 
often we seek it in an anxiety and 
self-absorption that drives us even 
further away. 


WE VIEW THE perfection of our 
heavenly Father in the perspective of 
our own imperfection and are 
defeated before we begin! But! think 
it very important to acknowledge the 
obvious fact of our imperfection 
without breast-beating or defiance 
and defensiveness. 

Recently, we were talking about 
several authors who had ‘conducted 
passionate odysseys in print for the 
. profound spiritual experience of 

.Christ in their lives—and in their 
Church—and_ had anguished them- 
selves out of religious life and, in 
some cases, the Church. | was stirred 


to a defense of that old-fashioned 
spiritual complacency that kept us 
from expecting too much of ourselves 
and everything from God. 

We do not usually find complacency 


, admirable, particularly not here in the 


United States, where progress and 
continuing achievement are our gods. 
Nor would it be popular inthis 
Bicentennial year with all its liturgies 
in celebration of our strivings toward 


“universal perfection and superiority. 


Somehow it seems that to be content 
with what one is or has is downright 
un-American. 

BUT IS THERE not a place for a 
rightful complacency in our human 
society—for a justified contentment? 


If we are Christian surely we should ° 


be allowed a little complacency in the 
Lord? If we believe that in our 
imperfection he uses us, lovingly and 
wonderfully, to complete -his work, 
surely-we may be a little smug? 
We shall never, in all eternity, be 
worthy of his love or forgiveness or 
even of the life he continuously 
creates in us—except in that his very 
love and life in us makes us worthy. So 
why let our unworthiness oppress us? 


Rather than striving so hard for 


perfection, perhaps we should simply 
let perfection happen to us. 


“Be still and know that | am God.’’ 
Stilling ourselves, quieting our ambi- 


_tions, relinquishing our concern with 


ourselves, we may: remove the 
obstacles that block his presence in 
us, and let it flow freely, transform- 
ingly, through our being. Then, 
purely by association, perfection may 
creep up on us! 


WE NEVER_LEARN that God is not 
interested in appearance or what we 
consider to be: ‘‘quality’’ “in his 
vessels. We fashion chalices of silver 
and gold and ornament them with 
jewels, but his body and blood will as 
readily fill and sanctify one carved of 
wood or hewn from stone—or even 
battered and marred by old plugged 
leaks. 


It is he who perfects, not we. It is he 


who changes our minds and _ hearts 


and lives, marks our advance, controls 
our enemies, guides us to love and be 
lovable and leads us to worthiness in 
him. It is his compassion we feel when 
we are compassionate, his kindness 


_ when we are charitable, his generosity 


when we are forgiving. 


Let’s be smug about God 


So, if we are never to have anything 
for which to congratulate ourselves, 
why not be content to be what we 
are—while he molds us to what he 
wants us-to be? Why not be joyfully 
complacent about what we are doing, 
while he leads us to those opportuni- 
ties he needs us to grasp, the work he 
needs us to complete? 


WHEN ST. PAUL “‘boasted”’ in re 
Lord, wasn’t there just a smidgeon of 
smugness and complacency in his 
tone? This kind of complacency is not 
‘“‘quietism’’, it is not a passive but a 
dynamic state of being.’It is one which 
releases. us from the anxiety of 
proving ourselves or impressing 
ourselves and others. with our stalwart 
and admirable qualities. 


It gives us the freedom to live in 


exciting anticipation of what God will 
do next for us and with us. It allows us 
to drop personal.failure and disrepute 
into their proper place where they will 
not inhibit or temper our enthusiasm 
for living. It draws our vision to the 
God-center within so that, we are 
intimidated only by our own loveless- 
ness, our own carelessness. 

O, let us be smug about God, and 
really live!

Sensitive Areas of Dialogue us 


St. Paul does create 
differences and problems 


for ecumenism

St. Paul’s writing about Jewish law is one 
of the most sensitive areas within the 
Jewish-Christian. dialogue today. It has 
always been so. It bristles with the 
possibility of deeper respect for our faith 
traditions or of a deeper misunderstanding 
and insulation from each other. 


Yet the question comes from a common 
historical matrix. St. Paul spoke out 
forcefully and with consistency from his 
experience of conversion. He rightly claimed 
the radical newness which Jesus brought. In 
heightening the newness of the Christian 
tradition, he often played down the oldness 
of the Mosaic law tradition or, at least, its 
interpretation. At times he comes off in a 
roundly condemning tone. 


THE POSSIBILITY of Jewish law and 


Christian Gospel co-supportive of each other - 


is difficult to grasp. It may be almost 
impossible. Often lesser attempts at 
understanding go the route of polite coffee 
parties which discuss the literary themes of 
modern Jewish writing. 


Synagogues and churches near to each 
other share common organ recitals. I am not 
speaking cynically, only factually. Topics 
such as the holocaust and Zionism make a 
hard dialogue which comes of the radical 
differences which really are. 


I have been happy to have been a part of a 
hard dialogue group here in D.C. It was 
begun by a Reform rabbi, a Methodist 
minister and a Catholic director of religious 
education. The sharing extended out into the 
community from which its congregational 
members came. 


THE METHODIST minister, a Christian 
of great courage, invited us in an experience 
of ‘‘shalom’’ (well-being, peace). ‘‘Shalom’’ 
took Jewish and Christian differences 
seriously into account. It stressed oneness 
where oneness was, not simply imagined to 


be. It did not reduce givens of either 


tradition. 


It did justice to the integrity of both 
traditions by stressing that reams of 
language would not make oneness. Love 
came bearing understanding. No more. 
Group members were aware of Paul’s style 
of language with its definite either/or stress. 


They were aware of the Christian Gospel 
and its emphasis on grace which comes of 
beatitude more than law. There was no 
resolution of these hard religious issues 
which divide us. Yet there was also the 
experience of God’s face turning to give 
peace. (Book of Numbers). A brotherhood 
evolved from the group. 


ONE DAY during the meeting the rabbi 


who has two grand young sons turned his 
intense, sensitive face to the group and 
said, ‘‘If a pogrom were here and someone 
knocked on my synagogue door, who would 
save my sons?’’ His head dropped and then 
suddenly focused directly onto his minister 
friend. ‘‘Lyle would. Lyle would.’’ One felt 
that the young rabbi had himself long shared 
some of his friend’s harder hours of 
proclaiming the Gospel. 


There is in a seminary in the Washington, 
D.C., area a statue of a strong, potent risen 
Lord who seems to come in a Herculean way 
from the very material in which it is 


. embedded. The arms are strong, imaged in 


Old Testament Mosaic strength and bold 
courage. 


Often it has seemed to me that the image 
is more a spiritual Colossus than an 
historical Christ. Yet, whatever, if is lovely, 
big, bold and uncompromising. It is strong 
and seems incapable of the malice of 
reducing differences to platitudes by virtue 
of misplaced piety. It is the work of a Jewish 
artist. 


FAUL DID stress that for Christians, the 
Old Covenant madé with Moses had been 
replaced by Jesus Christ who claimed to 


inaugurate the New Covenant. There is no 


way short of.distortion to change His claim 
for purposes of ecumenism. No Jew can 
accept His claim; no Christian can reject it. 
So Paul leaves us with Jesus’ claim and we 
face an understandable dilemma. 


But Paul himself warns Christians against 
showing contempt for the Jewish people 
when he reminds them that they (Christians) 
are wild branches crafted into the olive tree 
itself to share its life. ‘‘...Remember that 
you do not support the root: it is the root that 
supports you’’ (Romans 11:18). And he 
invites his listeners to a love of the Jews, 
since they are ‘‘still loved by God for the 
sake of their ancestors’? (Romans 11:28). 


The U.S. bishops, in their Nov. 20, 1976 
statement, said: ‘‘In effect, we find in the 
Epistle to the Romans (Chapters 9-11) 
long-neglected passages which help us to 
construct a new and positive attitude toward 
the Jewish people. There is here a task 
incumbent on theologians, as yet hardly 
begun, to explore the continuing relation- 
ship of the Jewish people with God and their 
spiritual bonds with the New Covenant and 
the fulfillment of God’s plan for both Church 
and Synagogue.” 


Like Jacob, we may be called to be 


wounded and healed to receive more’ 


understanding. We may be called upon to be 
‘‘anawim,’’ the little ones of the Lord of the 
Hebrew Scripture who were given under- 
standing because they dared to depend for it 
beyond themselves.

Paul and the Jewish Law 


To Israel the Law 


is the greatest reality

God’s free gift of salvation through Jesus 
Christ is so simple that the 2,000 years 
Christians of various sects have been 
insisting that perfect Christianity must call 
for more than Christ asks of all men. 


In the days of Paul, those who would add 
to Christ’s demands were called Judaizers, a 
name derived from the fact that they taught 
that men must not only answer Christ’s call 
to ‘‘reform your lives and believe in the 
Gospel’’ (Mark 1:15), but that they also must 
observe Jewish Law, the Law of Moses. 


IN TWO OF his letters, Galatians and 
Romans, Paul explains his teaching on 
observance of the Law by Christians. In 
Galatians the Apostle confronts efforts by 
Judaizers who were attempting to discredit 
Paul as an Apostle and accusing: him of 
watering down the Gospel of Jesus Christ to 
win converts (Galatians 1:10). Paul’s 
repetition of the same teachings in Romans 
appears to reflect his concern that the 
Roman community not suffer similar division 
between its Jewish and Gentile members. 


The problem has its roots in the Old 
Testament. To Israel the Law was the 
greatest religious reality, the revealed will of 
God, mediated through Moses, the Law- 
giver. P 


For this reason, the Jew believed that the 
Law was absolutely necessary for his 
salvation and to do the will of God. So 
imbued was he with this belief that he found 
it difficult to think that even with the free gift 
of Christ’s grace, the law could be 
completely dispensed with. 


PAUL CONFRONTS the situation head-on 
in his letter to the Galatians where he writes 
‘‘a man is not justified by legal observance 
but by faith in Jesus Christ’? (Galatians 
2:15-16), and in Romans with the statement 
that ‘‘we hold that a man is justified by faith 
apart from observance of the law’’ (Romans 
3:28). 


In his teaching, Paul is careful to explain 


“ the place of the law in the plan of salvation. 


It is holy and good (Romans 7:12), a great 
gift to Israel (Romans 9:4), but possesses no 
power of itself to save man (Romans 7:14). It 
merely points out what sin is (Romans 3:20). 


He uses an example easily understood by 
citizens of the Greco-Roman world, the 
pedagogue, a slave, whose sole responsibil- 
ity was to watch over a boy and-lead him to 
and from school while he was still a minor 


(Galatians 3:23ff). The Law, in Paul’s 


teaching, was such a guardian. 


“IN OTHER WORDS the Law was our 
monitor until Christ came to bring about our 
justification through faith. But now that faith 
is here we are no longer in the monitor’s 
charge. Each one of you is a son of God 
because of your faith in Christ Jesus. All of 
you who have been baptized into Christ have 
clothed yourselves with Him’’ (Galatians 
3:24-27). 

But Paul points out that faith does not free 
the Christian from morality. The moral ideal 
of the co: mandments remain, they are 


exceeded by the commandment of love . 


which is the fulfillment of the Law. 


‘‘Owe no debt to anyone except the debt 
that binds us to love one another. He who 
loves his neighbor has fulfilled the law. The 
commandments, ‘You shall not commit 
adultery; you shall not murder; you shall not 
steal; you shall not covet; and any other 
commandment there may be are all summed 
up in this, You shall love your neighbor as 
yourself.’ Love never wrongs the neighbor, 
hence love is the fulfillment of the law’’ 
(Romans 13:8-10). 


THUS, IN Paul’s teaching on the Law the 
unselfish, undemanding love of God and 
neighbor set forth but never completely 
achieved in the Old Testament (Deuter- 
onomy 6:4-5; Leviticus 19:18) is made 
possible for Christians because man, 
reconciled by the death of Christ, is. filled 
with the love of God through the power of 
the Holy Spirit (Romans 5:5ff). 


“In Christ Jesus neither circumcision. nor 


the lack of it counts for anything; only faith, _ 


‘which expresses itself through love’’ 
(Galatians 5:5). 


Man’s freedom from the law, Paul insists 
“is not a freedom that gives free rein to the 
flesh. Out of love, place yourselves at one 
another’s service’’ (Romans 6:12). 


THE CHRISTIAN who lives by the Spirit 
will not yield to immorality (Galatians 5:16) 
but will enjoy the fruits of the spirit, ‘‘Love, 
joy, peace, patient endurance, kindness, 
generosity, faith, mildness and chastity’’ 
(Galatians 5:22). 


For the Christian the Law is not something 
external, carved on stone tablets, but is 
written by the Spirit on his heart (2 
Corinthians 3:3) in fulfillment of the promise 
of God made through Ezekiel (Ezekiel 
36:26-27). 


“You do right when you offer faith to God; you do right when you offer works. But if you 
separate the two, then you do wrong. For faith without works is dead; and lack of charity in 
action murders faith, just as Cain murdered Abel, so that God cannot respect your 
offering.”’—St. Bernard, ‘‘Sermons on the Canticle of Canticles,’’ 24, 12th century.

Biblical Profiles 


Tobit: a man of faith 
in time of serious trial

Religious faith operates at two levels with 
two appropriate challenges. Intellectually, 
faith is an assent to truths like those in the 
Creed. Doubt is the challenge that assails 
the mind. It is the sort of problem that 
afflicted the doubting apostle Thomas. 
Personally, faith is a whole-hearted dedica- 
tion to God, a loving surrender to him. 
Despair is the challenge that most deeply 
mounts an attack on this level of faith. 

Normally, when one speaks of the trials of 
faith, it is most often at the level of personal 


faith with the corresponding temptation to — 


despair that is the substance of the trials. 
This is certainly true in the biblical story of 
Tobit. His trials are such as would drive 
anyone to despair. 


THE INTERESTING thing is that the 
challenge never moves Tobit to cry out with 
the supreme agony of Job. Granted he does 
not undergo the overwhelming troubles of 
Job, but in a scaled down manner, he 
endures enough adversity to make him shout 
to God the classical questions: Why would a 
good man suffer? Why me, God? 

Tobit is the example of a man who 
practices his religion strictly and never loses 
the human touch. In the New Testament, 
Jesus uses some harsh words against strict 
observers for their lack of compassion and 
for their hypocrisy. Tobit represents another 
view, namely, of the observant Jewish 
people who did not lapse into hypocrisy and 
who were fine examples of neighborliness 
and thoughtfulness. 

The strict observance of one’s faith doés 
not necessarily lead people to the religion of 
the whitened sepulchre—clean and_ nice 
outside, but rotten within. At the same time, 
the strict observance of religion does not 
absolve one from the testing of one’s faith. 
Tobit is clearly a good man. He chooses for 
his special religious apostolate the burial of 
the dead, especially those who have no one 
to look after them after they die. He is the 

patron saint of burial societies. 


IN HIS CASE the apostolate is fraught 
with some dangers, since the neglected 
bodies are ‘‘enemies of the State’? meant to 
rot on an execution mound as a moral 
example to the people of what comes of 
‘outstanding non-conformity to the State’s 
intentions. 


These are not the bodies of criminals so 
much as people asserting their civil and 
religious rights in the face of an intolerant 
overlord. Hence Tobit’s mission is more than 
a genteel pious practice. It is a religious 
venture involving peril and risk. 


What does he get for his efforts? Little 
sympathy from his family and blindness 
brought on by the droppings of a bird. Not 
the stuff of great tragedy perhaps, but a 
humiliation and a sorrow by any standards. 
But far from indulging in the rages of a Job 
or the cursings of an atheist, Tobit is 
remarkably flexible in his reaction to the bad 
turn in his life. He remains a devout believer 
and continues to express his concern. 


No need here to review the well-known 
details of the story except to note that God 
sends the angel Raphael both to find a wife 


_ for young Tobit and a medicinal fish-cure for 


the elder Tobit’s blindness. A gentle charm 
combined with superb story telling makes all 
these events continuously fresh, entertain- 
ing and inspirational. 


COMMENTATORS OFTEN take a special 


look at the manner in which young Tobit is . 


instructed to conduct himself with his new 
bride on the wedding night. She had lost 
seven husbands on the wedding night, their 
lives robbed of them by the wicked demon 
Asmodeus. Tobit is advised by Raphael to 
spend time in prayer with his new. wife 
before engaging in the act of love. s 


The idea seems to be that marriage should 
get off to a good start by consecrating 
oneself to God before the mutual self giving. 
Thus the act of human love occurs within the 
broader act of spiritual love of God. It was 
this spiritual approach to their marriage that 
repelled the power of the evil one to destroy 


the union as he had done several times’ 
before. 


The message is that a religious faith will 
help to sustain the future of a marriage; its 
absence will tend to let the destructive evil of 
dissolution kill off the. marriage. The census 
bureau lately reported that 1 million 
marriaged ended in divorce in 1975. Other 
studies speak of the failure to link faith and 
moral choices. Tobit tells us of the need for 


religious faith in marriage. Then maybe the - 


trails and challenges can be handled more 
successfully.

IN AN AGE without such faith and hope, 
however, the watchword has ‘become, 
“‘Nobody understands!”’ j 


The ‘‘generation gap’’ occurs because 
parents do not understand children and 
children do not understand parents. 


Divorce occurs with increasing frequency 
because husbands and wives do not 
understand each other. 


THERE IS alienation from work, because 
the bosses do not understand. 


There is alienation from political life, 
because politicians do not understand. 


The unspoken lament of millions is: ‘If 
only somebody : would listen; if only 
somebody would understand!”’ 


THERE IS A _ gnawing hunger for 
understanding which is afflicting young and 
old, rich and poor, educated and ignorant. 
There is in the hearts of millions the lonely 
yearning for a friend. 


Jesus is just such a friend. 


- First, as God, He knows the nature, the 
aspirations, the longings, the weaknesses 
and the strengths of all in the human 
family—for it is He who is the Creator of all. 
No one can understand every human being 


better than He who made and sustains every 
human being. 


SECOND, AS MAN, Jesus has shared our 
nature, our poverty, our love, our suffering, 
our sense of rejection. Jesus is truly a 
member of the human family. 


Thus, Jesus is a loving Creator who has 
given and continues to give us everything we 
have. Jesus is also a loving redeemer who 
has healed our misery by enduring it and 
who has ended our loneliness by sharing it. 


Another hymn puts it more beautifully: 
‘‘What a friend we have in Jesus!”’ 


IN RECEIVING Jesus in the Eucharist, 
then, we are strengthened by Him who made 
us and we are renewed by Him who 
redeemed us. But our own ‘‘eucharist,’’ our 
own thanksgiving for the friendship of 


. Jesus, cannot end with a simple expression 


of gratitude to Him. 


If Jesus has loved each of us so much that 
He created each of us individually, that He 
died for each of us individually and that He 
gives Himself in Communion to each of us 
individually, then, our love must extend to 
all those whom Jesus loves. 


As Jesus took on our nature to be perfectly 
identified with us in all things except sin, we 
must attempt to bridge the ‘‘understanding 
gap’’—whether it be generational or 
economic—by looking at things from the 
point of view of others. 


TO THOSE who are lonely, we must offer 
companionship; to those who are misunder- 
stood, we must offer compassion. 


If Jesus has communicated to us His life in 
the Eucharist, we must, like Jesus, know 
and share the troubles of others so that, 
through Christ living in us, the hunger for 
understanding may be satisfied.

painful. 


The difference between the loser of a 
game and the loser in love is that the -sport 
can wave his fist at the one who has beaten 
him with a ‘‘Wait ’til next year’’ attitude, 


while for those hurt by love, there usually 
isn’t a winner—just losers—and often there 
isn’t much interest in next season. 


The difficult thing about losing is often the 
way we are treated by a society that places 
so much value on winning. To lose is to be a 
second-class citizen, a failure in some way, 
as brought out so well in the movie “‘The 
Bad News Bears.”’ t 


HERE IS where we have to take exception 
to losing—whether dealing with our own 
personal losses or with those of people 
around us. People are loveable and capable 
despite their mistakes, weaknesses and 
occasional losses. 


While losing isn’t pleasant, it can teach us 
a lot about ourselves. 


To lose despite our best efforts is to lose 
with honor which is really no loss at all. In 
fact, to lose with honor helps us to cling 
more to honor than to winning which comes 
awfully close to what Jesus once said about 
losing even one’s life in order to win the 
really important victory of eternal life.

Nearly a century of prociaiming Eucharists Good News 


PHILADELPHIA—As the month of July wanes, 
Bicentennial activities are winding down elsewhere 
in the nation. But here Catholics are gearing up to 
greet more than a million guests from across the 
globe expected for the 41st intern anional Eucharistic 
Congress Aug. 1-8. 


But what is a eucharistic congress? What is this 
event that attracts cardinals, bishops, priests, 
Religious and laity from across the world? 


OFFICIALLY, the definition is: ‘“An international 
eucharistic congress is a gathering of the universal 
Church to deepen understanding of the Eucharist, 
enrich love for Christ in the Eucharist, foster 
devotion to the Eucharist and provide an opportunity 
to proclaim the Good News of the Eucharist to the 
human family at large.’’ 


Congresses generally have a particular theme. 
Seminars, lectures, discussion sessions, Masses, 
Eucharistic devotions and liturgies revolve around 
the theme. ‘‘The Hungers of the Human Family’’, 
for example, is the theme for the Philadelphia 
congress. 

_ Forty international congresses have been held in 
countries throughout the world in the past 94 ye 
When the 41st Congress convenes next month, 


will mark the second time the gatheringhas ty . 


held in the U.S.—the 28th congress was held in 
Chicago in 1926—and the third time it has been held 
in North America— ie 21st congress “site. was 
Montreal. 


INTERNATIONAL eucharistic congresses began 
when the dream of a French lay woman, Marie 
Tamisier, of an instructional and_ inspirational 
assembly called to honor the Blessed Sacrament was 
realized in Lille, France, in 1881. 


That first congress attracted 800 participants. 
More than 1.5 million people traveled to Melbourne, 
Australia, to attend the 40th congress in 1973.

Some years ago, Arthur Schlesinger Jr. 
said he regarded the prejudice against the 
Catholic Church ‘‘as the deepest bias in the 
history of the American people.’’ 


A classic example of the religious bigotry 
and intolerance engendered by such groups 
as the Know Nothing Party occurred during 
the erection of the Washington Monument, 
in the District of Columbia. 


THE WORK on a memorial to the 
country’s first President was begun by the 
Washington National Monument Society, 
which solicited monetary contributions, 
supervised building operations and asked 
heads-of-state to contribute marble or 
granite blocks forthe memorial. By the early 
1850s, the monument stood 154 feet high. 


In 1852, Pope Pius IX, as sovereign of the 
Papal States,~presented a block of marble 
from the Temple of Concord, at Rome, to the 
people of the United States, in memory of 
President George Washington. 


THE GIFT from the Holy. Father 
occasioned a vehement protest from 
members of the Know Nothing Party .who 
argued that its presence was an act of 
affrontery to the ‘‘freedom’’ of the United 
States. One overly-zealous proposal went so 
far as to call for a similar block next to that of 
Pius IX’s, with anti-papal sentiments 
engraved upon its surface! 


A pamphlet was issued on The Pope’s 
Strategem: Rome to America. ‘‘An address 


to the Protestants of the United States, 


America’s Catholic heritage 


Bigotry results in 
¢* __ theft of papal gift 


against placing the Pope’s block of marble in 
the Washington Monument,’’ urging that 
indignation meetings be held throughout the 
country. 


The pamphlet was successful, perhaps 


. beyond its author’s intention. On March 1, 


1854, a group of fanatics broke into the shed 
where the marble was stored, held up the 
watchman, and made off with the contro- 
versial papal gift. 

THE SUBSEQUENT fate of the stone is 
shrouded in mystery. It is generally thought 
that the thieves rowed out to the middle of 
the Potomac River and dumped the stone 
overboard. : 


Another theory maintains that the stone 
was cut into small pieces. and sold as 
souvenirs. One occasionally sees paper- 
weights and other ornaments allegedly 
carved from fragments of the papal stone. 


A -third version contends that the 
perpetrators buried the stone in a wooded 
section on the outskirts of Washington. Later 
it was covered over by street pavement. 


PROPONENTS OF the last view also say 
that the stone was unearthed by repairmen, 
in 1927, but was quickly re-buried because of 
the anti-Catholic feelings then being 
circulated by the Ku Klux Klan. 


Hopefully, the intolerance and bigotry of 
earlier years has been relegated to the 
history books. Yet the incident does verify 
the observation of Oliver Wendall Homes 
Jr., that ‘‘the mind of a bigot is like the pupil 
of the eye: the more light you pour on it, the 
more it will contract.’’
